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Santa Clara County Public Health Department selected 
to receive grant in bioterrorism preparedness 


San Jose, CA - The Santa 
Clara County Public Health De- 
partment was selected as one of 
only five local agencies in the 
United States to receive a grant for 
bioterrorism preparedness. 

The National Association of 
County & City Health Official: 
(NACCHO) in collaboration with 
the Centers for Disease Control & 
Prevention (CDC) awarded the 
grant. The grant designates the 
Santa Clara County Public Health 
Department as an “Advanced Prac- 
tice Center” (APC). 

Advanced Practice Center 
sites will evaluate and improve 
their own infrastructure for public 
health emergency preparedness 
and assist other local health depart- 
ments in replicating resources and 
technologies that will be devel- 
oped. Additionally, APC sites serve 
as learning laboratories that will 
design and test new and innovative 
ways to improve on our nation’s 
bioterrorism preparedness, and as 
formal training and demonstration 
sites for other local public health 
agencies and the Centers for Dis- 
ease Control & Prevention. 

“Because of new threats — like 
bioterrorism — protecting the 
health of our community has be- 
come even more complex,” com- 
mented Robert Sillen, Executive 
Director, Santa Clara Valley Health 


& Hospital System. “This grant 
recognizes the work we have done 
and supports our continued activi- 
ties to be ready for the new mix of 
possible health emergencies.”

So little time, so many 


By Dr. Tony Phillips 

Fourteen billion years ago, 
just after the Big Bang, the 
universe was an expanding fire- 
ball, white hot and nearly uniform. 
All of space was filled with 
elementary particles and ra- 
diation. “Soupy” is how some 
cosmologists describe it. 

Today the universe is com- 
pletely different. It’s still expand- 
ing—even accelerating — but 
there the resemblance ends. The 
universe we live in now is 
“lumpy.” Great cold voids are 
sprinkled with glow-ing galaxies. 
In galaxies, there are stars. Around 
stars, there are planets. On one 
planet, at least, there is life. 

How we got from there to 
here is a mystery. 

Finding out is the goal the 
Galaxy Evolution Explorer, 
“Galex” for short, a small NASA 
spacecraft launched into Earth 
orbit April 28, 2003. Galex carries 
an ultraviolet (UV) telescope for 
studying galaxies as far away as 
10 billion light-years. 

“Galex is a time machine,” 
astronomer Dr. Peter 
Friedman of Caltech. Because 
light takes time to travel from 
place to place, pictures of distant 
galaxies reveal them as they were 
in the past. “Galex is investigating 
the evolution of galaxies over 
80% of the history of our 
universe.” 

The Hubble Space Telescope 
can see faraway galaxies, too, but 
GALEX has an advantage: While 
Hubble looks in great detail at 
very small regions of the sky, 
Galex is surveying the entire sky, 


says 


cataloging millions of galaxies 
during its 2-year mission.

reason. Dr. Friedman explains: 
“UV radiation is a telltale sign of 
star birth.” Stars are born when 
knots of gas condense in 
interstellar clouds. The ones we 
see best are the big ones 
massive stars that burn hot and 
emit lots of UV radiation. “These 
stars are short-lived, so they trace 
recent star formation.” 
Understanding star formation 
is crucial to studies of galaxy 
evolution. When galaxies collide, 
star formation surges. When 
galaxies run out of interstellar gas, 
star formation wanes. In galaxies 
like the Milky Way, spiral arms 
are outlined by star-forming 
clouds. The shapes of -galaxies, 
thgir history and fate... they're all 
connected by star formation. 
Even life hinges on star 
formation, because stars make 
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sments for planets and 
organfe mdlecules. 
/Our measurements of UV 
ation will tell us both the rate 
at Which stars are forming in 
galaxies and the distances of the 
galaxies,” says Dr. Friedman.

la lucha contra el crimen organi- 
zado, en materia de lucha contra el 
narcotráfico y de seguridad en las 
fronteras, aeropuertos y aviones”, 
por cierto “jamás vista en el pa- 
sado”, su postura despierta obvia- 
mente fuerte inconformidad en di- 
versos círculos políticos y sociales 
de México.

Of the 18 undocumented 
immigrants who died of suffo- 
cation in a trailer in Texas in 
May of 2003, two were a father 
and his six-year old son. They 
were reportedly found in a death 
embrace as the father was try- 
ing to comfort his son. 

Most undocumented work- 
ers come to the U.S. without 
their children because the trip is 
fraught with dangers. Yet, once 
they establish themselves in this 
couniry, they try to bring their 
kids here as they attempt to re- 
unite their families. 

Since it’s extremely diffi- 
cult to go back and bring them 
along, some parents have been 
resorting to smugglers to guide 
their kids to this country. Some- 
times kids as young as five or 
six have to walk in the Arizona 
desert in the company of strang- 
ers whose only concern is mak- 
ing money. 

If they don’t bring in their 
kids illegally, they may never 
see them. 

It used to be that undocu- 
mented workers would come to 
the U.S., and when the harvest 
was over, they’d go back home. 
In essence, they were migrants. 

Things changed in 1996 
when Congress passed the Im- 
migration Reform and Immigra- 
tion Responsibility Act. One of 
the provisions was to enforce 
apprehensions at the Mexico- 
U.S. border to stop the flow of 
illegal immigration. 

That has not happened. 
However, as the crackdown 
eliminated the “easy” entry 
points into the U.S., immigrants 
have resorted to even more dan- 
gerous routes and have been re- 
lying more and more on smug- 
glers. The result has been that 
several hundred people a year 
die as they attempt to cross the 
border. 

The crackdown has also 
turned migrants into immi- 
grants, who, once they make 
into the U.S., tend to stay put 
while some family members re- 
main in Mexico or Central 
America. Sometimes new fami- 
lies are created in the U.S. Yet, 
those who left kids in another 
country worry about them and 
| would like to have them here. 
| It's easy to blame the par- 
| ents for putting their kids in dan- 
| ger. Yet, the real culprits are the 
| U.S. and Mexican governments 
for not establishing a decent way 


to allow people to move back 
and forth if their services are 
needed in the U.S. 

Are their services needed? 
With an estimated 8 to 10 mil- 
lion undocumented workers in 
the U.S., it seems that they are 
indeed. Although they have 
clearly entered the country ille- 
gally, their crime would not have 
been possible without the tacit 
approval of the companies hir- 
ing them and the inertia of our 
government. Once they are 
hired, their crime disappears. 
They work, pay táxes, and con- 
tribute to our economy. A study 
by the Rand Corporation found 
that undocumented workers are 
a net gain to our economy. 

Thus, parents should not 
have to resort to smugglers to 
have their kids with them. 

In the long run, policies 
need to change to eliminate il- 
legal immigration. First of all, 
companies needing workers 
have to advertise to make sure 
American workers are not avail- 
able. 

If Americans are not will- 
ing to take certain jobs, then 
workers could be brought in on 
a temporary basis. They should 
be paid decently and be given 
appropriate benefits. Labor laws 
would need to be enforced oth- 
erwise even American workers 
would ultimately be affected by 
lowering the floor for all work- 
ers. And after several years of 
employment in the U.S., work- 
ers should be given the option 
to apply for resident status. Most 
would probably not apply. They 
come here to make some money 
and go back to their own coun- 
try. They are migrants, not im- 
migrants. 

There are some bills in Ceñ- 
gress which would address the 
issue of immigration. One is by 
Sen. John McCain of Arizona, 
which would permit undocu- 
mented workers to apply for le- 
gal status. A few other bills 
would also address the plight of 
undocumented workers and the 
crossings into the U.S. from 
Mexico. 

President Bush needs to 
take the leadership and push to 
pass legislation which would 
regulate the flow of immigrants 
into the U.S. from our southern 
neighbor. 

In 1993 NAFTA was ap- 
proved to ease the flow of goods 
among the U.S., Mexico, and 
Canada. Is it time for a similar 
agreement to make sure people 
can also move without risking 
their lives or those of their kids?

mayor índice de adolescentes obesos 


Washington, (EFE).- Esta- 
dos Unidos ha registrado el mayor 
índice de adolescentes con pro- 
blemas de sobrepeso, aunque los 
jóvenes en tres países europeos 
están alcanzando a sus pares nor- 
teamericanos, según un estudio 
divulgado el lunes pasado. 

Estados Unidos registró más 
adolescentes gordos que ningún 
otro país europeo, aunque el pro- 
blema va en aumento en Grecia, 
Irlanda y Portugal, indicó el estu- 
dio publicado en la revista Ar- 
chives of Pediatrics & Adolescent 
Medicine. 

Lituania, un país báltico, re- 
gistró el índice más bajo de ado- 
lescentes gordos, según el estudio 
realizado entre 29,242 jóvenes de 
13 a 15 años, entre 1997 y 1998. 

El estudio comparó el índice 
de masa corporal de los ado- 


lescentes en Austria, República 
Checa, Dinamarca, Bélgica, Fin- 
landia, Francia, Alemania, Grecia, 
Lituania, Irlanda, Israel, Portugal, 
Eslovaquia, Suecia y Estados 
Unidos. 

Entre los jóvenes de 15 años 
en EE.UU., el 14 por ciento de los 
niños y el 15 por ciento de las 
niñas pesa más de lo debido para 
su edad, mientras que en Lituania 
el problema se da entre el 2 por 
ciento de las muchachas y menos 
del 1 por ciento de los varones. 

El problema de sobrepeso fue 
menor entre los jóvenes esta- 
dounidenses de 13 años, ya que 
fue del 12 por ciento entre los 
varones y del 10 por ciento entre 
las mujeres. 

Aunque el estudio no explicó 
el porqué de las diferencias entre 
los países analizados, los resulta-

It was Sunday morning in late 
May as I stood beneath an old mes- 
quite tree seeking shelter from the 
hot Texas sun and partially listen- 
ing to a docent as the sounds of 
mariachi drifted across the com- 
pound from the church of San Jose 
at Mission San Jose in San Anto- 
nio, Texas, where the weekly 
mariachi mass was in progress. But 


my mind wasn’t focusing on what | 


he was saying about the mission. 
Instead, it drifted back to an ear- 
lier time when this mission and 
four others were the center of life 
on the Spanish frontier in the New 
World. 

When the Spaniards chose the 
Franciscans to establish five 
closely spaced missions in San 
Antonio in the early 1700s, they 
intended them to be outposts of 
safety for the local Indians that the

They lived in dormitories called 


monjeria, usually along the back of 


the main building. This was to keep 
them away from both the Spanish 
soldiers as well as the young men 
of the village. Once a girl was mar- 
ried, she joined her husband to live 
outside the mission walls. Like the 


rest of the mission, the rooms of 


the young women were simple and 
small. 

To prevent parents from teach- 
ing their children their Indian tra- 
ditions, the padres-forced the chil- 
dren to live in separate quarters 
away from their parents—boys in 
one building, girls in another. An 
older person watched over them. 

Mission inhabitants ate atole 
and pozole much of the time. The 
women prepared both in large iron 
kettles over fires. They served 
atole, a hot cereal made of ground, 
roasted grain, in the morning and

the mission's founding and are the 
best preserved of all the missions. 
The Spaniards moved Espada, like 
Concepcion and Capistrano, to San 
Antonio upon their retreat from 
East Texas. Its three-foot-thick 
walls, a fortified tower and its aq- 
ueduct, dating from 1740, caught 
my attention. The latter, a National 
Historic Landmark, is the only one 
of its kind in the U.S. 

I could see why this mission is 
a favorite with photographers. I 
looked out over ruins of walls 
which once surrounded the mission 
compound. In the far corner foun- 
dations of a granary and a baluarte, 
or fortified tower, glistened in the 
sun.

Today, the National Park Ser- 
vice has taken the four other mis- 
sions, which still function as 
churches, and organized exhibits to 
illustrate certain themes of mission 
life. 

Mission San Jose y San 
Miguel de Aguayo, established in 
1720 by Fray Antonio Margil de 
Jesus, shows off the mission as so- 
cial and defense center. Known as 
“the Queen of Missions,” it’s both 
a State and National Historic Site. 
Its herds of livestock and vast fields 
sustained 300 Indians. The entire 
mission compound has been re- 
stored, including the church, con- 
structed between 1768-82, with its 
stairway to the choir loft and bel- 
fry containing 25 risers, each hand- 
hewn from single live-oak log and 
built without nails or pegs. The 
outer wall contains Indian dwell- 
ings, a granary with flying but- 
tresses, and workshops. An old 
grist mill with a horizontal water 
wheel, built in 1790 was the first 
in Texas.
